LETTER FROM IRELAND. 


Landiog at Queenstown—The Passengers 
—An Irish Cronc—On tho Quay— 
Arrested om Suspicion of Heing a 
Keninn—Singnlar Evidence—A Plens- 
nant Nighva Lodging—Seven Days? Im- 
prisopmont —Quccnatown —'' Arbitenry 
Arrests”—Snrveillance. 

From Our Special Correspondent. 

QurENstown, Nor. 1, 1265, 

On theb right and pleasant morning of Tues- 
das, Oot. 24, the carly risera on board tho steamer City 
of Limoriok were gratified with the aight of a low, dark 
bank Delow light-tinged, placid flukes of cload on tho ho- 
rizon—tho first glimpse of the weloomo shore of the Islo 
of Salata, An hoar's steady plowing over th heavy, roll- 
ing swella of the Atlantio, brought us past the Old Head 
of Kingale, whence the entrance to Cork harbor soou 
opened to vow, tho land devoloping teolf into fields, 
somber though green, divided by kedgo and wall, coy: 
ering gently-swelling elevations, bere and thero a white- 
washed honso showing bright aud clean, and moving 
spooks of cattle ond sheep. Now and then wo passod 
ngy fisbing-hookera, and ag wo rouniled to beyond 
tho telegraph station, alow, red steamer, rolling forth 
aclond of dense black smoke, sped swiftly along he- 
neath the western wall of red, wave-gallied rock. ‘Tho 
tender oon appeared, to which, after much swearing, 
collisions of humankind, and banging of boxes and 
tronks, the Qnoenstown possengors wero transferred, 
and tho City of Limorick, gay with flags and sign} 
moved away for Liverpool, 

‘Tho passengers, beside five in tho cabin, nombered 
about 200, and comprised some young or mlildle-aged 
men,disoppoiuted or imbcoile, who,not Snding in Amer- 
ieaa Paradise for tho Inzy, wore returning, with eour 
hearta nnd foul months, to their native laad—probably 
ina yearor two to trac their Journoy back; others, 
who ‘bad flonrisued sofotently to afford the luxary of a 
cheap vieit to thoir homes, nnd among these an extra- 
ordinary uninber of ex-toldiers of tho Union, whose 
bounties and back pay afforded meaus for their kindly 
purpose, Two ox Iebal officers from Louisiana, sallow, 
eager, with yollow oyeballa hold togetbor, puting the 
smoko of papor cigars through their nostrils,and cursiog 
tho ungrateful land tbat allowed God's imago in ebony 
a right to Jabor for itself, and drove their proud spirits 
to seck a wore congenial and. A change of linen and 
agreater regard for personal cleanliness would have 
given these exiles u moro herolo appearance. Among 
the passengers, too, were 10 or 12 old_mon and women, 
whe were undergoing ull the bardsbips of tho voyage 
thot they might sce tho homes of their childhood before 
thoy closed their oyes and bo laid to rest among thoir 
kindred and in kindly gronud. One otd Irish crono, 
almost Locapable of motion, attended by her venerable, 
white-haired sop, had reached the extraordinary age of 
107 years, Iwas glad to learn afterward that sbo ar- 
rived at her birth-place, Mallow, in safety, Let us 
hope that the dowy torf of an Irish bill-sido will keop 
greon abore her grave. 

A heavy shower, which had followed ns, darkening 
tho eo, enveloped tho shoros in mist as wo entered tho 
famed Cove of Cork, cooknosfied into the harbor of 
Queenstown, lifting as we rounded the ‘Gridiron” to 
show us a lect of English men-of-wor, whose flaga at 
half-mast gave the first intimation of the death of En- 
glond’s sprightly promicr, nnd the city of Queenstown, 
covering steep hill, with rows of atone warohonses 
and elate-roofed, closely piled cottages. 

‘At tho dripping quay a row of constabulary, armed 
with long, straight swords, like an exaggerated minié 
buyonot, reecived and conducted us to 8 coat-shed, 
Joored with black paddles, whore, afterhaving passed

The thirty-seventh and newest of the States 
composing our Federal Union—the first’ organ- 
feed within that vast expanse of rugged moun- 
tains and arid plains which has been roughly 
characterized as “the Great American Desert”

Colorado stretches some 400 miles from east 
to west, by not quite 300 from north to sonth, 
and contains about 110,000 square miles.

ARIZONA. 
This Territory held, on the first Wednesday 
of September, an election for Delegate to Con- 


gress and for members of the Territorial Legis- 
lature. The yoto of the Union party for Delo- 
gate was diyided between Goy. John N. 
Goodwin and Col. Charles D. Poston, while 
the Opposition were united in tho support of 
Judge Joseph P. Allyn. Notwithstanding this 
split in the Union party, the entire Union 
ticket was triumphantly elected, as will be 
seen from the following vote:

TRE WESTERN ELECTIONS. 
Tho latest election returns from Wisconsin 
give Fairchild (Union) 43,583 vetes, against 
34,980 cast for Hobart (Democrat), a Union 
majority of over 8,500. The majority against 
the Constitutional Amendment will be very 
small, and somo of our exehanges—mistakenly 
we believe—are even so sanguino as to hope for 
a majority, The State Senate consists of 2 
tho 
Assembly of 57 Unionists, 33 Democrats and 10 
Independents, Of the Intter, eight will act with 
the Union party, soithat the Assembly will be 
composed of 65 Union men, and 35 Democrats, 
a Union majority of 30. 

In Minnesota, 21 Union counties thus far 
heard from give 3,917 majority for Marshall, 
and 10 Demooratio counties 2,661 majority for 
Rico, a majority of Marshall over Rico of 
1,256. Nearly all the countios yet to be heard 
from will increase that majority. ‘Tho official 
yote of 12 counties on the Amendment gives o 
majority against it of 1,356. Tho vote for the 
Amendment shows progress since 1857. 
The State Senate will number 15 Repub- 
lieans and 6 Democrats, a Republican majority 
of 9, and the Assembly 29 Republicans and 13

OUR DUTY TO MEXICO. 

It seoms very much as if tho mucb-yosed 
country of Moxico will sottlo its own affairs, 
provided we do not attempt to settle them for 
it, Tho Empire of Mosico is one of thoss po- 
litical ndvonturea in which tho only chanco of 
jsuccess is in tho mistakes ofits opponents, Wo] 
rogard it very much as wo regarded the parti- 
tion of Poland, tho dismembermont of Cracow, 
tho division of Schloawig-Holstein. We happen 
to benear neighbors, and, therefore, our opin~ 
ions are more earnest aud impressive, just 
as they would be if a robber entered an ad- 


joining mansion, and not ono in another 
part of the town. Without introducing 
tho Monroe Dooctrine, or applying tho 


opinions of a Scorotary of Stato of a past gonora- 
tion to events of the present day, we may sug- 
gest that, as Aincrics regarded (ho occupation of 
Mexico ns a menace to the United States, mado 
in our day of weakness, when wo were crip- 
pled by o formidable rebellion, we are no 
friends of that movement. Wve do not discuss} 
tho origin of tho French occupation; the con- 
truct with England and Spain; the violation of 
that contract; tho stern war; tho introduction 
of Austrian and Belgian mercenaries; the at 
tempt to colonize from the Southern States; the 
intrigues with T tho brutal deotees of re- 
taliation and extermination, which presumes 
upon tho weakness of Imperial power to make 
their war assassination, Theso aro matters for 
Mesico to decide, Wo. look on; but it would 
not vex ns greatly to sco tho repnblican loader 
triumph, and the adventurous Maximilian re- 
turn to his Austrian palace. 

While this may be our wish, wecan do nothing 
moro. Tho very way for us to help Maximilian 
isto opposo him. Wo must remember that the 
whole Mexican business is unpopular in Franco; 
that the financiers do not care to spend monoy 
on fancy expeditions; and that it will not do to 
ise loans to keep an Austrian Duke on astolen 
throne, What has Franco gained by this? No 
territory, no money, no fame, Those who know 
ything of the Bonaparte conscience, may feel 
sssnred that a Bonaparte will do nothing with- 
out somo recompense, and that only so far as 
xico strengthens the throne will Mexico be 
cherished, With the meddlosomoness of the 
much-contriving Emperor, wo find him, as we 
say in America, with his bonds full. Ho has 
more irons in his fire than his anyil will boar. 
Rome is a problem; Cochin-China claims his 
attention ; Algeria is about to rise in rebellion 
Japan is not properly under discipline; tho 
Rhine bordor must be taken; there is an unset- 
tled account with, Poland. Mexico is now tl 
great embarrassmont, for Maximilian wauts 
money, jewels must be purohased, and an army 
must be fed. We know what that costs; and, a3 
Napoleon has assumed the bills, France is restive. 

If America interfered, by giving Logon thé 
20,000 men rumor represonts him aa soliciting, 
sho would do what Napoleon wishes. Franco is 
never niggardly when her honor is concerned. 
Sho does uot care a sou about the honor of 
Maximilian or of all the Dutch Dukes that over 
crossed the sea, They may rise or fall, wear 
crowns of thorns or diamonds, sleep on Monte- 
zuma’s bed of down or his “ bed of roses"—Paris 
will go her ways and make jolly fan of Dutch 
Dukes generally, But whon French honor is 
involved, then tho last man and tho last frano 
and the last bayonet! If the United States were 
to fira a shot at tho French fing, weshould havo 
awar with France, and, most probably, a war 
with England—for the allianco that assailed 
Russia is atill intact. It is not for us to 
speoulate upon the results of such a war. Wo 
do not court it. We shall do everything 
to ayoid it. Wo shall most certainly not cross 
the Rio Grande to precipitato it, Howevor that 
war might end, we do not see that it would help 
Juarez. Woe have a conquered but not a paci- 
fied South—a Sonth which would be as likely 
to assit a foreign army of invasion as assail it, 
If we stand apart and allow France and Moxi 
to fight it ont—Juarez as the upper, and the 
French financiers as the nether millstone— 
Maximilian’s power will in time bo ground to 
powder. But no fighting, gontlemen! There 
is no use in tumbling onrselyes over in a vain 
attempt to help Juarez, when Juarez is taking 
caro of himself, 
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The Evening Post evinces a chronic anxicty 
to differ with Tur Trinvhe—s ciroumstance 
which we are impelled to note, but do not dep- 
recato. The Post is as welcomo to its an- 
tipathies as to its affinitie 

The Federal Constitution is in proceso of 
endment—an amendment supported by both 
journals above-named. Its essence is the over- 
throw and positive inhibition of Slay 
throughout our country. To make this certain, 
‘* Congress js authorized to enforce. this” inbi- 
bition “by appropriato legislation.” In other 
words, wherever avy Stato fails to maintain 
and securo the personal liberty of all its in- 
habitants, Congress is authorized and required 
to redress the wrong or supply tho deficiency.

Hithorto, the 
personal liberty and civil rigbts of caoh, citizen wero 
Rela nnd enjoyed under tho protection of the States 
reapeotivoly ; ereaster, they sro to bo upheld and 
guardod by the nation.’

For thirty years, hundrods—yos, thonsands— 
of tho best and noblost citizens of our country 
hayo been forbidden to visit the fairer balf of 
it—in danger of being hanted down ond mur- 
dered if they dared Lo stop across an imaginary 
lino rurming across it by the Potomac, Ohio and 
Missouri, Freedom of Speech and of the 
Press has beon syatematically subverted; edi 
tora aud lecturers have been butchered with 
impunity if they dared to intimate that Slavery 
was wrong.

Tho Government of Chili displays considor- 
ably greater vigor in rosisting the aggressions 
of Spain than was last year oxbibited by Porn. 
They aro pushing with the utmost onergy the 
construction of telegraph lines aud roads into 
the interior, and, in order to facilitate blockad 
running, they hayo declared 36 sea-coust towns 
ports of the Republic, As the Spaniards 
havo only seven vessels, it is, of course, im- 
possiblo for them to maka the blockade 
eflicient, and blockado-running will goon be in 
abigh stato of prosperity. But tho Chilians 
will not merely act on the defensive, Tuoy 
havo already issued letters of marque, and 
seyeral persons baye already left the country 
to avail themsolyes of these letters, The Goy- 
ernment has already sont a special enyoy to 
the Government of Washington. Evyerywhore 
in Central and South America the warmest 
sympathy is manifested for the cause of Chili, 

Onur Panama correspondent says that it seems 
tobe the prevailing opinion in well-informed 
circles that the difficulty between Spain and 
Chili will soon be settled without bloodshed. 
Chili, it is thought, will be able to make Spain 
understand that her rapacious schemes will ba 
resisted to the utmost, and that tho attempt to 
enforce them is fraught with greater danger 
than she at first imagined. If, as our corre- 
spondent states, more than 50 letters of marque 
have already been issued, the war may soon deal 
a fatal blow to Spanish commerce and Spanish 
finances. 


Ono of thoso slight and inconsidorable acci- 
dents which are not expected to get into the 
newspapers occurred on tho 20th inst. on 
the Harlom Road near Millerton, The train 
struok a man on the track, and throw him on 
tothe fore part of the engine. He was con- 
sidered to be dead, and tbe train ordered back 
to away station. In backing up, the man y 
shaken off, and when approached was found to 
bo still living, and to all appearance not mor- 
tally burt, unless the second shock might hayo 
proved fatal. 

That tho man should not have been taken 
from the engine after the acvident seems shock- 
ing cnough, but we aro told that the conductor, 
on boing asked why ho left him untonched, re- 
plicd that he supposed he had no right to re- 
move hia until the coroner had viewed the 
body! Snch an absurd superstition may be 
common among extremely ignorant people, but 
surely & man who could entertain it is unfit for 
the responsible position of conductor. Wherever 
prevalent the notion ought to be dispelled, for 
it may often, as perhaps in this caso, occasion, 
by neglect to givo immediate help, the death of 
a person who is mistakenly supposed to be killed.

The Pirate Shenandoas—She Surrenders 
to a British Man-of-Wer—Relenso of 
Her Oflcers and Grew—Pho Vesol Sure 
rendered to the United States Consul. 

Tho Steamer City of London, which arrived 
at this port on the 20th, brings tho following important 
news 

‘The Rebel orniscr Shenandoah, which, notwithstand. | 
ing the close of the American war, ba 
ting groat ravages upon shipping obie 
ern goas and among Whalers, arrivad in the Mo 
the 6th, and surrendered to H. M. S. Donegal. Capt. 
Waddell, the commander of the Shorandi 
that tho last yeasel be spoko was tho Darra: 
Liverpool for San Francisco, from which bo 
that the South was really and truly defented, On this, 
he at once stowed arvay bis guns ond ammunition in the 
hold, aud steered for Liverpool, stopping at no other 
port. On arriving near tho port be took a pot un board 
and finding the nows of tho defeat of (uo Confederacy 
confirmed beyond nil doubt, ho desired him to take the 
Sheoandoah alongside a man-of-war, if thero was o 
in tho rivor, Tho ex-crajser wosin consequence pla 
alongside the Dovegal, anda crew from that Fesacl 
placed in chargo of hor, somo oustoms officers also be 
ing inobargo with them. Inmedlately after tho sur. 
render, Capt, Waddell, bis officers and crow cama on 
shoro, As ale camo np tho river the Shenandoah ex- 
cited great attention, the sight of the Confederate en- 
eign she carried being a novelty, Ay soonas the neces 
sarg formatities wore concluded it yas bolioved she 
would be handed over to,tho United States Government, 
According to vations reports, Capt. Waddell yas moro 
thau once told whilo cruising in the Pacific of tho ter 
mination of the war, bnt a3 his {formants wero the 
crows of the Northera vessels ho destroyed, he refused 
togive credence tothe statoment. The crow of the 
Shonandoah, it is entd, suffered much from hunger, and 
tbroo ere reported to have died from starvation! 

By the utoamship China, which arrived at Halifax on 
tho 2lst, wo recelve intelligence that the British Gor- 
ernment have ordered the uacouditional release of Capt. 
Waddell and the orow of tho Kobel pirate Shonandonb, 
on tho ground that thore was no legal ovidence on 
which they could bo held. In a letter to Earl Russell, 
Capt. Waddell endeavors to justify bis piratical pro: 
ceedings by ussorting that he could placo uo reliance on 
the storica told by Amoricansca captains, and that ax 
goon as ho reccived information through a British 
source of the conclusion of the war, ho desisted from 
farther acts of warfaro, and immediately beaded for a 
noutral port, Whore the romors, which bo considered 
doubtful, would bo verifled. On the 10th inst, tho Sbo- 
nandoah was surrendered to the American Consul at 
Liverpool, who placod her uudor tho care ofa Captain 
and orow of his own scloction, to bo sent to Now-York, 

‘The English papers oro filled with editorial commonts 
on the untoward and nawelcomo action of Capt. Wad- 
dell in surrondering his vessel tothe British authorities, 
Thoy all deprecate his action, tho most of them fayoring 
his release, and tlie delivery of tho yessel to our Goy- 
crnwent,
